Sentences of Persons Convicted on Indictment. 

Of the 344 persons convicted on indictment 3 were sentenced to 10 years penal 
servitude, 1 to 7 years, 1 to 6 years, 10 to 5 years, 10 to 3 years, 58 to 12 months 
and under 2 years, 92 to 6 months and under 12 months, 105 to 1 month and under 
6 months, 6 to under 1 month ; 4 "were fined ; 52 were held to bail ; and 2 received 
other punishments. (See Table II.) 

Sentences of Persons Summarily Convicted. 

Of the 20,568 persons summarily convicted on charges by the magistrates, 84 were 
sentenced to imprisonment for 6 months and above 3 months, 162 for 3 months and 
above 2 months, 501 ^or 2 months and above 1 month, 794 for 1 mouth, and above H 
days, 375 for 14 days and under, 55 were sent to Reformatories, 18,527 were fined, 36 
were held to bail, and 34 received other punishments. (See Table VI.) 

P ercentnge of the Convictions of Persons made amenable. 

Of the persons proceeded against by indictment, 70*5 per cent., and of the persons 
proceeded against summarily 75'8 per cent, were convicted.

Affes of Persons Arrested and Summarily Convicted, 

Of tlie 12,476 persons arrested, tried summarily, and convicted, 18 were under 12 
years of age, 187 were 12 years and under 16, 1,342 were 16 years and under 21, 
4,176 were 21 years and under 30, 3,309 were 30 years and under 40, 2,059 were 40 
years and under 50, 871 were 50 years and under 60, and 514 were 60 years and 
upwards. (See Table VIII.) 

Education of Persons Arrested and Summarily Convicted. 

Of the 7,636 males arrested and summarily convicted during the year, 1,407 could 
neither read nor write, 5,901 could read only or read and write imperfectly, 277 could 
read and write well, and 51 were of superior education. Of 4,840 females arrested 
and summarily convicted, 1,408 could neither read nor write, 3,417 could read only or 
read and write imperfectly, and 15 could read and write well (See Table VIII.) 

Intoxioatinq Liquor Laws. 

A selected Sergeant and Constable were detailed in each of the Police Divisions this 
year to specially visit licensed premises at uncertain hours, for the purpose of detecting 
breaches of the Licensing Laws. 

These officers paid 14,716 visits, and the increases in the number of prosecutions 
for various offences shown in Tables X. and XI. are, no doubt, partly due to this 
change of system. 

Ofences by Licensed Persons. — ^Eighty-nine publicans, 1 wine seller, 64 spirit grocers, 
and 7 beer dealers were prosecuted during the year. Total 161, as compared with 
131 in year 1895, being an increase of 30. In three cases the charge was withdrawn. 
Thirty-five were discharged with caution, 36 without caution, 84 were convicted and 
fined in sums varying from £1 to £10, and 3 cases were allowed to “ stand generally.” 

In one case only was a conviction directed to be recorded on the licence. (See Table X.) 

Drunkenness. — The charges of drunkenness, not combined with any other offence, 
numbered 5,811, viz., 3,783 males and 2,028 females, against 5,356, viz., 3,696 males 
and 1,660 females, in 1895, and 5,650, viz., 3,930 males and 1,660 females, in 1894. 

The number arrested for being drunk and disorderly was 1,579, viz., 888 males and 
691 females, against 1,687, viz., 865 males and 822 females, in 1895, and 2,077, 
riz., 1,042 males and 1,035 females, in 1894. 

The number arrested for drunkenness, combined with other offences than disorderly 
conduct, was 295, against 129 in 1895, and 287 in 1894. These cases are included in 
Table No. V. under the more serious offence, viz., assault, or wilful damage, &c., and 
are not included under drunk, or di’unk and disorderly. 

The total number of persona who were drunk when arrested by the police during the 
year was 7,677, against 7,172 in 1895, and 8,014 in 1894. (See Table X.) 

Incences opfosed by the Police. — Ninety-iburapplicationsfor new, renewal, and transfer 
licences were opposed by the Police at Licensing Sessions. Sixty-seven were 
granted, and 27 refused. (See Table XIII.) 

Previous Convictions for Drunkenness. — 184 persons were convicted of drunkenness 
three and less than five times, 92 five and less than ten times, and 23 ton times and 
upward during the year. Total 299, against 231 in 1895, being an increase of 68, 
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viii 

ArraDgemetits were made at the beginning of this year to improve and simplify the 
methods of recording and proving previous convictions for drunkenness. 

Dogs. 

9,798 dogs were licensed during the year; 2,239 stray dogs were seized by the Police, 
and conveyed to the “ Dogs’ Home.” Of this number 1,912 were destroyed, 90 restored 
to owners, 174 sold, and 36 died. 

The Police applied for a summons against 2,573 persons for keeping unlicensed dogs, 
but in 457 of these cases the magistrates allowed proceedings to drop upon the parties 
taking out a licence. 

Of 2,116 persons who were prosecuted for having unlicensed, stray, or unmuzzled dogs, 
531 were discharged, 1,544 were fined under 5s. each, and 40 in sums varying from 
5s. to £1. {See Table XVI.) 

Fersons under Police Supervision. 

Seventy-one ticket-of-leave convicts and 1 supervisee were under Police observation 
in Dublin during the year. Of this number 12 left for other parts of the United 
Kingdom, 2 emigrated, 7 absconded, 1 died, and 13 were re-convicted, or had their 
licence revoked for misconduct. (See Table XVI.) 

Thieves and Persons of known Bad Character. 

The number of thieves and persons of known bad character within the Police District 
who were proceeded against on indictment and summarily during the year was 502, 
against 475 in 1895, being an increase of 27 as compared with the latter year. The 
number of the above class at large within the District in the month of April, 1896, was 
368. (See Table XVIII.) 


Stolen Property recovered. 

The average actual daily loss sustained by the public from theft, &c., is set down at 
£17 6a 6d, against £15 18s. Bd. in 1895, and £17 la. 3d. in 1894. The gross loss was 
£10,458, against £8,647 in 1895, and £11,939 in 1894. 

37'4 per cent, of property stolen has been recovered by the Police in 1896, against 
327 per cent, in 1895, and 47'8 per cent, in 1894. (See Table XIX)

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Since the year 1885, the number of Cabs has decreased from 713 to 652 — about 8^ 
per cent. ; and the number of Outside Cars has increased from 1,063 to 1,275 — almost 
20 per cent. 

An inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held in May, and the owners of vehicles 
observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired 

The proceedings taken by the Police to enforce the Dublin Carriage Regulations 
are shown in Tables XX. and XXT. There is an increase of 352 in the number of 
aummous cases, and of 38 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1895. 

The Licences of five outside cars and eight cabs were temporarily suspended, and 
five drivers were refused renewal of their Licenses. 

Property found in Hachney Vehicles . — There were 754 articles of property surrendered 
to the police by drivers during the year, of which number 434 were claimed. The 
articles included 205 umbrellas and sticks, 3 bracelets, 2 gold watches, 4 gold bangles, 
3 gold brooches, a gold chain, and several coats, rugs, &c. 

Nine sovereigns and ten half-sovereigns were received by drivers in mistake for 
silver coin, and four of these coins were subsequently claimed. Sums of money 
amounting to £198 were found in vehicles and surrendered by the drivers to the 
Police.

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DIVISIONS AND BOUNDADIES OP THE DUBLIN METROPOLITAN 
POLICE DISTRICT. 

The Dublin Metropolitan Police was established under the provisions of the Act 
6 & 7 William IV., Chapter 29, 4th July, 1836. 

Boundary . — The District was defined and extended under the provisions of the Acte 
1 Vic., Cap. 25, and 2 & S Vic., cap. 78, see. 14. It now comprises the City of Dublin 
and part of the County of Dublin, bounded as follows : — 

iYom the Lighthouse on the North Wall of the River Liffey, by a direct line to the Lighthouse at the 
end of the South Wall j thence by low-water mark and the sea shore to a point two furlongs beyond the 
Southern Wall of Mount Malpaa, Killiney, and from said ]>omt by a line running two furlongs distance 
from said Wall to the entrance gate of said Mount ; thence by n. line at the like distance to the left or 
outside of the Glenageaiy and Rochestown roads, leading to Kill-of-the-Gmnge ; thence at like distance 
by the cross road of Dean’s-grange and Stillorgan-road, to a point on the left bank of the River Dodder 
two furlongs southward of Donnybrook-bridge ; thence by the left bank of that river to the junction of 
the baronies of Newcastle and Dppercross, near Cypress-grove, and by the boundary of those baronies to 
the third look on the Grand Canal, near Golden-biadge ; thence by a direct line to Chapelizod-bridge on 
the River Lilfay, and by the left hank of the Litfey to the ferry at foot of E.nockmaroon-hiJl j thence by 
the road over that hill to the Knockmaroon-gate of the Pheenix Park ; thence by the Park wall to 
Ashtown Lodge, at the rere of the Under Secretary’s house, and by the most direct road thence to 
Longford-bridge on the Royal Canal ; thence by tho most direct road to Tolka river, and by that river to 
Annesley-bridge ; thence by the sea-line to the Lighthouse on the North Wall. 

Division . — The Dublin Metropolitan Police District is divided into six divisions, viz., 
A B C D E F, each, under the charge of a Superintendent. The number of Inspectors, 
Sergeants, and Constables in the Force varies according to the extent of the Divisions 
and other circumstances. Divisions are divided into Sub-divisions each containing a 
station-house. Sub-divisions are divided into Sections each under the charge of a 
Sergeant, and Sections are divided into beats which are patrolled by the Constables. 

The A. and B Divisions occupy the portion of the city and township of Kilmainham 
south of the Liffey from the Estuary of the Dodder at Ringsend to the Ghapelizod 
Bridge on the Liffey, thence in a direct line to Blackhorse Bridge on Grand Canal, and 
thence by the Grand Canal to the Grand Canal Basin at the Estuary of the Dodder, 
Ringsend. 

The A and B Divisions are separated by a line from Portobello Bridge, through 
Riclimond-street. Camden-street, Wexford-street, Redmond’s-hill, Peter’s-row, White- 
friar-street, Great Ship-street, Castle Steps, Castle-street, and Fishamble-street to the 
Liffey. 

The C and D Divisions occupy the portion of the District lying north of the Liffey 
between the Light House at point of North-wall, and the Ferry-boat Station on the 
Liffey at foot of Knockmaroon-hill. They are separated by a line from Grattan Bridge, 
through Capel-street, Bolton-street, Dorset-street, and Drumcondra-road, to the Bridge 
over the Tolka at Drumcondra. 

The E Division occupies the portion of the District south of the Grand Canal and the 
Liffey, between the Blackhorse Bridge on the Grand Canal and the Railway Gates at 
Merrion Strand. It embraces the Townships of Rathmines and Pembroke. 

The F Division occupies the portion of the District between the Railway Gates at 
Memon, by the sea coast to a point two furlongs south of the southern wall, Killiney. 
It embraces the Townships of Blackrock, Kingstown, Dalkey, and part of Killiney and 
Ballybrack. 

Divisional boundaries in all cases run along the middle of the streets, &c., mentioned.
